An early 
copy of each book published should be forwarded, as it 
is of the utmost importance that the entries of books 
be made as promptly and as perfectly as possible. In 
many cases booksellers depend on the Weekly solely for 
their information.

PROTECTION EXTRAORDINARY FOR 
THE DRAMATIST IN NEW YORK. 

Governor Roosevelt has signed a remark¬ 
able amendment to the Penal Code, just passed 
by the New York Legislature, making it a 
criminal offence for a manager to produce, or an 
actor to take part in, an unpublished and un¬ 
dedicated play without the consent of the 
owner of the play, even though such play has 
not been copyrighted. The text of the new sec¬ 
tion of the Penal Code is as follows : 

“ Penal Code, Section 729.— Producing un¬ 
published , undedicated , or copyrighted opera , etc ., 
without consent of owner. —Any person who 
causes to be publicly performed or represented 
for profit any unpublished, undedicated, or 
copyrighted dramatic composition, or musical 
composition known as an opera, without the 
consent of its owner or proprietor, or who, 
knowing that such dramatic or musical compo¬ 
sition is unpublished, undedicated, or copy¬ 
righted, and without the consent of its owner 
or proprietor, permits, aids or takes part in 
such a performance or representation, shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor.” 

It was supposed by all interested that when 
the national law against play piracy was passed 
that that measure was an effectual barrier to 
unauthorized reproduction of dramatic and 
musical compositions. As a matter of fact, the 
law has proved effectual whenever the author 
or manager took the precaution to have his 


production copyrighted, printed, and published. 
However, as a play cannot be copyrighted—and 
consequently cannot be protected by the nation¬ 
al law—unless it is published; and, as scarcely 
one play in a hundred is ever printed at all, 
dramatists and authors have never been quite 
satisfied with the measure, because a play which 
is not published is protected only as a simple 
piece of property under the common law. Of 
course, with this Congress could have nothing 
to do, and, therefore, unpublished plays, even 
though copyright was formally applied for, 
were no better off than before if copyright was 
not completed by depositing at the Copyright 
Office at Washington two printed copies of 
such plays. 

The uncopyrighted play being protected as a 
simple piece of property, the process of bring¬ 
ing the force of the law to bear upon it is not 
only cumbersome and procrastinating but ex¬ 
pensive, and, as appeared in the case against 
Lee Beggs, that came before Judge Grosscup, 
at Chicago, about six months ago, very uncer¬ 
tain at the best. 

The new law is intended to remedy all this. By 
its provisions stealing a play will become much 
the same thing as stealing a watch. That is to 
say, the person who gives an unauthorized pro¬ 
duction of a play can be treated exactly like the 
person who picks a pocket. He can be arrested, 
tried, and imprisoned. But it is very doubtful 
whether this will be realized. On the contrary, 
it is expected by competent legal authorities 
that the moment an offender against this law, 
which is to go into effect on September 1, shall 
come before the courts for trial, it will be set 
aside as in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States. Among the powers which that 
document reserves to Congress is the power “ to 
promote the progress of science and useful arts 
by securing, for limited times, to authors and 
inventors the exclusive right to their respective 
writings and discoveries.” In the exercise of 
this power Congress has at various times passed 
laws providing for the protection of the author 
upon the fulfilment of certain conditions and 
the payment of certain fees, in default of which 
he forfeits his rights in his productions. These 
prerogatives of the United States Government 
this new law of the State of New York would 
seem to trench upon, and for that reason it ap¬ 
pears to be unconstitutional. Indeed, it is held 
by a writer in the New York Home Journal that 
this law would be unconstitutional, even if it 
applied only to copyright works ; for no state 
is entitled to impose an extra penalty for an 
offence of which Congress may properly take 
cognizance, and for which Congress has al¬ 
ready prescribed a penalty. 
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MORALITY IN BOOK COLLECTING. 

44 The average bookseller,” according to 
W. Roberts, in Literature , “ will tell you that 
he has met with an honest book collector or 
two, but not many ; whilst the collector is quite 
as likely to retort that the only upright biblio¬ 
poles of his acquaintance are those ignorant of 
their trade. 

“I do not say that morality is a positive 
hindrance in successful book collecting, but I 
fear that ‘trimming’ is a quality much more 
likely to prove satisfactory. Here is an illus¬ 
tration : A few years ago a certain little book¬ 
let of Charles Dickens was considered to have 
survived in only three or four copies. It real¬ 
ized about £20 when it occurred in the sale¬ 
room, and the whereabouts of all were known. 
An unrecorded example occurred in the cata¬ 
logue of a second-hand bookseller at a very 
moderate price ; it was purchased by a collector 
who had a copy already. The next catalogue 
included another copy, and the collector began 
to think. He bearded the bookseller in his 
den, and then discovered to his dismay that a 
whole batch of nearly fifty copies had been un¬ 
earthed at an old warehouse of the printer, and 
that they had been secured by the bookseller. 
Here was a dilemma. The collector asked 
himself : Shall I allow every one of my book¬ 
hunting rivals to possess a copy at a fifth of 
the price I originally paid, or shall I purchase 
the entire remainder ? It is almost needless to 
say that he not only bought the whole, but that, 
with three or four exceptions, he consigned his 
purchase to the flames! 

“ It may be urged that a book collector is 
not obliged to teach a bookseller his business, 
and certainly the knowledge of rare books is 
only acquired after long and often costly ex¬ 
perience. A certain Holborn bookseller once 
gained some valuable information in a curious 
manner. In one of his catalogues he entered 
a quite unpretentious little booklet as follows, 
or to this effect : 

“ ‘ Hornem (Horace), The Waltz, 5s.’ 

“ When folding the catalogues for the post one 
afternoon, a customer happened to come in and 
take up one of the new lists ; in going through 
he paused at the ‘ Hornem ’ entry, and blandly 
asked to see the book ; after a momentary 
glance he planked down the full catalogue price 
and carried it home. The catalogues for the 
London district reached their destinations by 
the last post the same evening, and, curiously 
enough, this Hornem article attracted the at¬ 
tention of more than one bookman. As the 
bookseller lived off the premises, nothing could 
be done until the morrow. At six o’clock the 
next morning an enthusiast from the northern 
heights of London started for town in the full 
confidence of bringing home the rarity. He 
arrived at the bookshop at seven o’clock, and, 
consoling himself with a pipe, took his seat 
confidently on the doorstep. By eight o’clock 
two other bookmen had arrived. When the 
bookseller came to open his shop he was rather 
astounded at the eagerness of the small crowd. 
These worthy hunters all wanted the same 
book, which had, however, gone beyond recall, 
so to speak, several hours previously! I will 
not dwell on a description of what their feelings 
might have been, or what their language cer¬ 
tainly was, when they discovered that the book 


was gone. The bookseller, however, learnt 
that the little quarto which he had sold for 5s. 
was one of Byron’s rarest pieces and worth 
quite £%o. 

“The legal mind is curiously complex. A 
distinguished Q.C. had the good luck to pur¬ 
chase a bundle of pamphlets at Hodgson’s in 
Chancery Lane for three shillings and sixpence 
against a whole room-full of booksellers. Now 
that little parcel included a first edition of 
Gray’s 4 Elegy in a Churchyard,’ worth per¬ 
haps £70 or ^80. Ever since then the Q.C. 
has been more or less unhappy—find the 
rightful owner he cannot; pay the auctioneer 
commission on the higher amount he will not. 
To me this unrest is altogether inexplicable, 
and, to ease the Q.C.’s conscience, I sug¬ 
gested that he should hand the little rarity 
over to me. I could live quite comfortably 
with it; but this suggestion he firmly declines. 
This half-repentant sinner still goes on his 
way. I mention this little anecdote partly be¬ 
cause it is the only recorded instance in which 
a book collector has half-repented a good bar¬ 
gain, and partly in the hope that so eminent a 
jurist will one day come to the conclusion that 
repentance is only good for the soul when it is 
full and unequivocal. 

“ Book collectors are all pretty much of the 
same type. For many years Macaulay hunted 
high and low for a little volume which was 
known to contain information on a minor 
problem of historic interest. He had all but 
given up the quest of a very bad job, but one 
day he happened to mention the name of the 
book to a then well-known old bookseller, who 
shook his head and said that he had never 
heard of the book, and, should it occur, the 
inquirer would certainly have to pay a stiff 
price. Now, outside this old man’s shop there 
was a box of what may be described as 4 mal¬ 
contents’—odd volumes and despised books 
generally, offered at a uniform price of about 
sixpence each. Macaulay turned over a few 
volumes, and, to his unspeakable joy, discov¬ 
ered the very book which he had so long 
sought in vain. He rescued it, and, after pay¬ 
ing for it, allowed the old bibliopole to see it. 
What the vendor’s thoughts were, there is, as 
the coroner’s jury would say, 4 nothing to 
show.’ Neither is there anything to prove 
that Macaulay paid more than the stipulated 
price. Indeed, the art of book collecting may 
be said to resolve itself into a matter of know¬ 
ing what you want and buying it 4 on the nail ’ 
when the opportunity occurs. A book collec¬ 
tor once saw on a miscellaneous stall in 
Leather Lane a volume of seventeenth century 
plays priced at sixpence. Being uncertain in 
his dates, and not wishing to risk so large a 
sum on an uncertainty, he rushed off to the 
British Museum and discovered that the plays 
were of the right edition and very rare. Re¬ 
turning to purchase he discovered that in the 
short interval another man had come along and 
carried the volume off! 

“Whatever the morality of book collecting, 
he who undertakes it should remember the 
answer of an old bookseller to the man who 
had purchased his business as a going concern, 
and who complained, after he had been in it a 
few months, that the takings had greatly fallen 
off: 4 Sir, I seld you my business—not my 
brains.’” 
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INTERNATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ CON¬ 
GRESS. 

At the second session of the International 
Congress of Publishers, held at Stationers’ 
Hall, London, on the 8th inst., F. R. Daldy de¬ 
livered an address on “ Canadian Copyright, 
a-nd the Relations of American and Canadian 
Publishers.” In this he gave the substance of 
a provision which the Canadian Authors’ So¬ 
ciety proposed should be inserted in the bill 
before the Imperial Parliament, providing that 
the importation of English editions of works, 
of which Canadians have purchased the right 
to publish, be totally prohibited. It was stipu¬ 
lated, however, that copies of a local edition 
should be regarded as pirated copies if found 
in colonies outside of the one for which the 
license had been granted. Professor Mavor 
spoke in a similar tenor, and the Congress 
passed a resolution endorsing the Canadian 
proposal. On the 9th Professor Mavor ap¬ 
peared before the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords on Copyright, and introduced 
the Canadian proposition referred to. It is 
not expected that the bill will become law at 
this session. 

D. C. Heath’s paperon “ The Need for More 
Complete Protection for Copyright Works ” 
met with general approval. 

Arthur Waugh, the author, denounced the 
reviewer’s habit of lifting titbits of books into 
the newspapers, but the publishers, includ¬ 
ing Smith, Elder & Co. and Longmans & Co., 
differed. They thought that there were few 
abuses in reviewing. President John Murray 
recalled curious instances of the influence of 
publicity on books. He published a small book 
on rat-catching, whicha weekly paperreviewed, 
and this resulted in orders from all parts of the 
country. On the other hand, the memoirs of 
Daniel O’Connell, on which Mr. Gladstone 
wrote a magazine article, and which he com¬ 
mended in his public speeches, was a failure. 

The Congress decided to establish a perma¬ 
nent bureau to carry out the resolutions of pre¬ 
vious, present, and future congresses, the 
expenses to be met by pro rata contributions 
from the national associations, and also to ap¬ 
point an international commission to examine 
and report on the relations between authors 
and publishers in all countries. 

At the banquet given by the Stationers’ 
Company on the evening of the 7th inst., 
George Haven Putnam’s toast to “ Literature,” 
according to the London correspondent of the 
New York Times , was the “ hit ”of the evening, 
and was generally acknowledged to be most 
learned. It was characteristically American 
in the manner of delivery, shrewd mother-wit, 
and frank, kindly view of men and things. 
He drew a glowing picture of the international 
influence of literature in the fifteenth, sixteenth, 
and seventeenth centuries, showing thatlitera- 
ture superseded the Papacy as a unifying 
force in the direction of human brotherhood. 
Professor Lecky, the historian, in replying, 
paid a warm tribute to the literary activity of 
the United States, and pointed out that the 
best history of the British navy was written by 
an American, Capt. Alfred T. Mahan. 

Tlje delegates to the Publishers’ Congress vis- 
ted the Royal Library and the private apart¬ 
ments at Windsor on the 10th inst., by a special 
invitation of the Queen—a favor rarely granted. 


NEW YORK’S COLONIAL HISTORY. 

State Historian Hastings, on the 7th inst., 
after conferring with State Comptroller Mor¬ 
gan, at Albany, N. Y., announced that the 
work of transcribing the old Dutch records re¬ 
lating to the colonial history of New Vork 
State and their preparation for publication 
would begin July 1, under his direction, though 
the actual work would be done by Dr. E. T. 
Corwin, of New Brunswick, N. J. The rec¬ 
ords which are to be transcribed, as already 
noted by us, are copies of documents from the 
ecclesiastical archives of Amsterdam and the 
Hague, and were secured by representatives 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, who sent Dr. 
Corwin to Holland to obtain them. The lat¬ 
ter spent fifteen months abroad and brought 
back fifteen volumes of manuscript, which will 
be converted into about two volumes of Eng¬ 
lish. Much valuable data relating to the early 
history of New York was found, and the last 
Legislature made an appropriation of $5000 in 
order that the results of Dr. Corwin’s labors 
might be secured for the state historian’s de¬ 
partment. The work of preparing the records 
for publication will take about two years. At 
the conference which the state historian had 
with the comptroller Dr. John B. Drury, of 
the Christian Intelligencer , was also present, 
representing the Dutch Reformed Church of 
the United States. 


MONTANA’S STATE PRINTING. 

The fight that lhas been going on in the 
courts between The Independent and the State 
Publishing Company over the contract for the 
state printing was again passed upon by the Su¬ 
preme Court on the 12th inst. The contract for 
the printing was awarded to the State Publish¬ 
ing Company early in the year. The constitu¬ 
tion provides that the contract, to be binding, 
must be approved by the Governor and the 
State Treasurer. Those officials withdrew their 
approval and approved the contract with The 
Independent . Then counsel for the State Pub¬ 
lishing Company commenced mandamus pro¬ 
ceedings in the Supreme Court against the 
Governor and Treasurer to compel them to 
approve the contract with the State Publishing 
Company. 

The court rendered its decision, quashing the 
writ. The court finds that it cannot under the 
constitution interfere with the action of a co¬ 
ordinate branch of the state government. 
The Governor is not amenable to mandamus. 
The court does not go into the matter whether 
the State Publishing Company was, as it 
claimed, the lowest bidder, but confines itself 
chiefly to the constitutional features ot the 
points raised. 


DEMURRER IN THE KIPLING-PUTNAM 
SUIT. 

The attorneys for G. P. Putnam’s Sons have 
filed a demurrer to the complaint alleging in¬ 
fringement of copyright served upon the pub¬ 
lishers by the counsel for Rudyard Kipling. 
Counsel for defendants say that the complaint 
shows no sufficient cause of action. It is re¬ 
ported that Kipling will not return to this 
country till next year, to appear in the trial. 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE TROLLEY 
PARTY. 

The Booksellers’ League has made ar¬ 
rangements for a Trolley Party to Far Rocka- 
way, L. I., on Saturday afternoon, June 24. 
The party will leave at two o’clock sharp, 
from Broadway Ferry, Brooklyn, which may 
be reached conveniently from New York by the 
Grand Street, Roosevelt Street, and Twenty- 
third Street ferries. Tickets, including dinner 
at the beach, are one dollar each. The entire 
edition of tickets is limited to sixty numbered 
copies. Word from those who wish to join 
the party must reach the committee—Charles 
A. Burkhardt and Cass Richardson, at Dut¬ 
ton’s, 31 West Twenty-third Street, or James 
Macdonald, at 32 Lafayette Place—not later 
than the 19th inst. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Frank H. Fiske, of the book and stationery 
firm of Fiske & Schwartzman, Meadville, Pa., 
died May 29, aged fifty-two. Mr. Fiske had 
been in ill health for several years. Mr. Fiske 
became a clerk in Ingham & Bragg’s bookstore 
in 1864. In time he became manager for the 
firm and retained this position for twenty 
years. He then founded the firm of Fiske & 
Schwartzman, with George Schwartzman as 
his partner. 

The Rev. Louis Jouin, professor of phi¬ 
losophy at St. John’s College, Fordham, N. Y., 
died at the college on the 10th inst., eighty-one 
years old. Father Jouin was born in Berlin of 
French parentage, and came to this country in 
1848, since which time, with the exception of a 
few years, he had been connected with St. 
John’s College. Father Jouin was the author 
of several works on philosophy, metaphysics, 
and the evidences of religion, and was noted 
as a linguist. 

The Rev. William Garden Blaikie, D.D., 
LL.D., Professor of Xheology, Free Church, 
Edinburgh, died on the nth inst. Dr. Blaikie 
was born in Aberdeen in 1820, and educated in 
the University of Aberdeen. He was ordained 
in 1842, and the following year joined the Free 
Church of Scotland. In 1868 he was appointed 
professor of apologetics and pastoral theology 
in New College, Edinburgh. Dr. Blaikie was 
one of the chief promoters of the Pan-Presby¬ 
terian Alliance, and was president of the meet¬ 
ings at Toronto in 1892. In the same year he 
was chosen moderator of the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Free Church. He was at various 
times editor of The North British Review, The 
Sunday Magazine , and The Catholic Presbyterian , 
and he wrote many religious works, as well as 
a life of David Livingstone. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Justin McCarthy is at work on a book on 
the state of Ireland in his youth. 

Emile Zola proposes to write a book on 
England, and a novel on the Dreyfus affair. 

It is reported that Le Temps has secured 
Gustave Larroumet to succeed the late M. 
Sarcey, who, as has been said, wrote the Lundi 
dramatic feuilleton for that journal for over 
forty years. 

Clement Scott, the veteran dramatic critic, 
whose writings for so many years appeared in 


the columns of The Daily Telegraph , of Lon¬ 
don, is correcting the last proofs of his “ Rem¬ 
iniscences,” which The Macmillan Company 
will bring out as soon as completed. Mr. Scott’s 
peculiar individuality, his broad acquaintance 
among dramatists andactors,and hislong career 
among the most famous journalists of the latter 
half of this century, should justify us in ex¬ 
pecting memoirs of more than usual interest. 

Rudyard Kipling, his wife, two children 
and his father sailed for England on the 14th 
inst. by the White Star liner Teutonic . He 
was also accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
N. Doubleday, who have been a great deal 
with the Kiplings since they arrived in this 
country. Kipling is reported to have said 
shortly before sailing that he now feels him¬ 
self capable of writing a mature novel, instead 
of sticking to the short stories and poems which 
have made his reputation. Apropos of Kip¬ 
ling, Mark Twain suggested in a recent speech 
in London: “ Since England and America have 
been joined together in Kipling, may they 
never be severed in Twain.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

J. Franklin Jameson has reprinted from the 
American Historical Review for July, 1896, his 
very interesting and useful “ Bibliography of 
Early Party Conventions.” (12 p. 8°.) 

The Boston Public Library has made an 
interesting contribution to bibliography and to 
science in the publication of a “ Selected Bibli¬ 
ography of the Anthropology and Ethnology of 
Europe,” by William Z. Ripley, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of sociology at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, and lecturer at Columbia 
University. The work is the outgrowth of the 
lectures delivered since 1893 at Columbia and 
at the Lowell Institute, and later prepared 
for publication, under the title of “ The 
Races of Europe,” and it gives the sources of 
information for the material there presented. 
The bibliography covers 160 pages, and in¬ 
cludes nearly 2000 titles. In its preparation Mr. 
Ripley has had the co-operation of most of the 
leading anthropologists of the world, and the 
proofs have been submitted to many European 
specialists for the addition of foreign titles. It is 
arranged in an alphabetic author list, entering 
publications chronologically under author, to 
which is appended a useful subject index, 
referring to individual authors. In details of 
arrangement, typography, etc., the bibliog¬ 
raphy maintains the high standard set by the 
Boston Public Library in its publications. 
Despite its extent, the list is primarily a “ se¬ 
lected ” bibliography, representing the careful 
choice and deliberate judgment of competent 
authorities. Incidentally it gives interesting 
evidence of the extent of the Boston Public 
Library collection inasmuch as fully 95 per 
cent, of the works listed are contained in that 
library, and are entered with the library call 
numbers indicated. (10+160 p. O.)

The printing busi¬ 
ness now owned by Howard Lockwood & Co., 
Incorporated, was established about twenty 
years ago by the late Howard Lockwood, he 
being in turn succeeded by Howard Lockwood 
& Co., the “ Co." being W. P. Hamilton. On 


the death of Mr. Lockwood in 1892, according 
to Paper, the enterprising journal edited by 
Colin K. Urquhart, who was for years con¬ 
nected with Howard Lockwood & Co., the busi¬ 
ness was continued by his widow and W. P. 
Hamilton under the old firm style. In 1896 the 
business went into the hands of a receiver, and 
late in the same year it was purchased by the 
corporation of Howard Lockwood & Co., of 
which the widow of Mr. Lockwood, then Mrs. 
Alers-Hankey, was president, and her hus¬ 
band, Lionel Alers-Hankey, was treasurer. In 
July, 1897, according to statement made by the 
treasurer, Howard Lockwood & Co. had a sur¬ 
plus of $86,000. Yet, later the Paper Trade 
Journal, the American Stationer, and “ Lock¬ 
wood’s Directory,” publications of the house, 
were sold to the Howard Lockwood Publishing 
Company, a corporation composed of the same 
stockholders as Howard Lockwood & Co., the 
stock paid for them being divided among the 
stockholders of Howard Lockwood & Co. Re¬ 
cently these publications were sold to the Lock- 
wood Trade Journal Company. Howard Lock- 
wood & Co. also lately sold its other publica¬ 
tion, The Printer and Book?naker, but has con¬ 
tinued to carry on the printing business. The 
sudden transfer of these papers may lead to a 
contest on the part of some of the creditors, on 
the ground that valuable assets were disposed 
of at a time when the concern was known to be 
insolvent. It is likely, however, that Mrs. 
Alers-Hankey, who is supposed to have some 
outside means, may assume all the debts or 
cause them to be paid, so as the avoid litiga¬ 
tion.

I jThe Dodge Publishing Company will pub¬ 
lish to-day Elizabeth Strong Worthington’s 
long-expected story entitled “ How to Cook 
Husbands,” who are said to be really delicious 
when treated according to Mrs. Worthington’s 
method. Mrs. Worthington is the author of 
many interesting magazine articles which show 
great wit and humor. 

The Caslon Press, of New York, has just 
published in a small quarto volume, a reprint 
of Tennyson’s “Sir Galahad,” with the illus- 
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trations by Dante Gabriel Rossetti. The edi¬ 
tion consists of 100 numbered copies printed in 
red and black on Dutch hand-made paper, with 
a Japan proof of the illustration, and bound in 
a gray paper wrapper. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just ready a vol¬ 
ume entitled “ Two Women in the Klondike,” 
the story of a journey to the gold fields of 
Alaska, by Mary E. Hitchcock. The journey 
was undertaken in the summer of 1898, and 
extended from San Francisco to Dawson, and 
back by way of the White Pass. The volume 
contains upwards of one hundred illustrations. 

The Shakespeare Press, Westfield, N. J., 
will publish on the 30th inst. No. 12 of the 
publications of The Shakespeare Society of 
New York, entitled “In Re Shakespeare’s 
4 Legal Acquirements’: notes by an unbeliever 
therein,” by William C. Devecmon, of the 
Maryland bar.

By his 
knowledge of the book business, his ability 
as an executive, and his agreeable manners, 
Appell will no doubt greatly advance the in¬ 
terests of his principals and make many friends 
for himself. 

The Book Department of the H. B. Claflin 
Co. have just ready the fifteen-volume edition 
of Kipling’s books, published by arrangement 
between the author and his authorized pub¬ 
lishers—D. Appleton & Co., The Century 
Company, and The Doubleday & McClure 
Company. The edition consists of 20,000 sets. 
Each volume will have stamped on the cover 
the swastica, adopted by Kipling as his sign- 
manual and underneath it the autograph of the 
author. A six-volume set of Kipling’s works 
will be issued probably on July 1. A five- 
volume set and a volume of his “Soldiers’ 
Stories ” are also promised for July. To 
make the attractions of this set the more com¬ 
pelling Mr. Kipling has rewritten numerous 
portions of the most popular stories contained 
therein. In September they will publish a 
large and beautiful calendar stamped in brass 
from a design by Kipling’s father. About 
5,000 of these, it is understood, will be put on 
the market. The relief depicts a “ Jungle 
Book” scene, and is a most striking and effec¬ 
tive piece of work. The cover of the calendar 
pad will be embellished with a fine photogra¬ 
vure of Kipling. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just ready a work 
on “ Alaska and the Klondike,” by Angelo 
Heilprin, professor of geology at the Academy 
of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia. It was for 
the purpose of discriminating between fact and 
fancy in the reports relating to the new Eldorado, 
by means of a personal knowledge of the region 
and its varied conditions that Professor Heil¬ 
prin, an experienced traveller and the leader 
of the Peary Relief Expedition of 1892, made 
his journey through the region.
